DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8, 10 and 1 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
agrees with the applicant that nowhere in the prior art is found all the limitations of claim 
1 as cited in combination as amended including a reflective layer provided on an 
interface between a wave guide and an interstitial region wherein the reflective layer is 
configured to reflect ambient light , Beeson et al (US 5,462,700), shows a contrast 
enhancing elements having a substrate having a plurality of wave guides with interstitial 
region between a wave guide and the wave guide are formed narrowing in the direction 
of substrate, Beeson does no teach or suggest the interstitial region having a reflection 
layer. 

Claims 2-8, 10 and 1 1 are allowed because of its dependency upon claim 1 .
